Washington, Aug. 23.— Tlio President 
to-day scut the following tnoasago to Con- 
{{roBs:— 

To tho Congress:— The rejection by the 
Senate of the treaty lately negotiated for 
the settlement and adjustment of differ- 
ences existing between the United Slates 
and Great Britain, concerning tlio rights 
and privileges of American lishories in 
the ports .-nu] waters of British North 
America, .seems to justify a survey of the 
condition to which the ponding question 
is thus remitted. Tlio treaty upon tins 
.subject, concluded in IHl'.l, through dis- 
agreements ns to the meaning of its terms, 
lias been n fruitful source of irritation and 
trouble. Our citizens engaged in fishing 
enterprises, in the waters adjacent to 
Canada, have beet: subjected to numer- 
ous vexatious interferences and annoy- 
ances. Their vessels have been seized 
upon pretexts which it appeared 
have been entirely inadtriissable, 
and tliey have boon otherwise 
treated by the Canadian authorities and 
iilKuials in a maimer inexcusably harsh 
and oppressive. This conduct has been 
justified by Great Britain and Canada on 
the claim that the treaty of 1810 permit- 
ted it, and upon the ground that it was 
necessary to the proper protection of Can- 
adian interests. We deny that the treaty 
agreements justify tlie.se acts, and wo fur- 
ther maintain that, aside from any treaty 
restraints of disputed interpretation, the 
relative positions of the United States and 
Canada as near neighbors, the grow th of 
our joint commerce, the developments and 
prosperity of both countries which amic- 
able relations surely guar*ui*e; and above 
all the liberality always extended by the 
United States to the people of Canada, 
furnished motives for kindness and consid- 
eration higher and bettor than treaty cov- 
enants. While keenly sensible to all that 
was exasperating in the condition, and by 
no means indisposed to support the just 
complaints of our injured citizens, 1 still 
deemed it my duly for the preservation 
of 

JMPOKTANT AMERICAN INTERESTS 

which were directly involved, and in view 
of all details of the situation, to at tempt 
by negotiation to remedy existing wrongs, 
and filially determine by a fair and just 
treaty t hese over-recurring causes of dilli- 
culty. I fully believe that the treaty just 
rejected by the senate was well suited to 
the exigency, and that its provisions were 
adequate for our security in future from 
vexatious incidental and for the promotion 
of friendly neighborhood and intimacy 
without sacrificing in the least our national 
pride or dignity. 1 am quite conscious 
that neither my opinion of the value of 
the rejected treaty, nor the motives which 
prompted its rejection, are of importance 
in the light of the judgment of the senate; 
but it is of importance to note that this 
treaty has been rejected without 
any apparent disposition on the parloftho 
senate to alter or amend its provisions, 
and with tho evident intention, that no 
negotiations should at present bo con- 
cluded touching the matter at issue. The 
co-operation necessary for the adjustment 
of the long standing national differences 
with what wu have to deal by methods of 
nference and agreement having thus 
been declined, 1 am by no means disposed 
to abandon the interests and rights of my 
people in the premises, or to neglect their 
Lovances, and I therefore turn to tho 
contemplation of a plan of retaliation as a 
mode which still remains of the treaty 
situation. I am not unmindful of the 
ravity and the responsibility assigned me 
Fn adopting this line of conduct, nor do I 
fail ill the least to appreciate its serious 
consequences. It will be impossible to in- 
jure our Canadian neighbors by retaliatory 
measures without inflicting some damage 
upon our citizens. This results from our 
proximity! our community ■>( interests, 
and the inevitable commingling of the 
business enterprises which have been de- 
veloped by mutual activity, Plainly 
stated, the 

POLICY OP NATIONAL REALIZATION 

manifestly embraces the infliction of the 
greatest harm upon t hose who have 
jured us with the least possible damage 
to ourselves. There is also an evident 
propriety as well as an invitat ion to moral 
support found in visiting upon the offend 
ing party the same measure or kind of 
treatment of which we complain, and as 
far as possible within the same line, ant 
above all tilings the plan of retaliation if 
entered upon should be thorough and vig 
omits. These considerations lead me at 
(his 'time to invito aid and council of the 
congress and its support in such further 
yrantof power as seems to bo necessary und 
desirable to render effeotivo the policy I 
have indicated. The Congress has al 
ready passed a law which received exocu 
five assent on the :ird of March, 1887, 
providing that, in case American fishing 
vessels being or visiting in waters or at 
any of the porta of the British Dominion 
of America, should bo or lately had been 
deprived of rights to which they wore en 
titled by treaty or law, or if they were 
donied certain other privileges therein 
specified, fir vexed and harassed in the 
enjoyment of the same, the President 
might deny to vessols, and their masters 
and crows, of the British dominions ol 
North America any entrance to waters, 
ports or harbors of the United States, and 
also deny entry into any port or place of 
the United States or iitiy product of said 
dominions, or other goods coming from 



said dominions to the United States, 
While 1 shall not hesitate on the 
proper occassion to enforce this 
act it would seoiu to be necessary to sug- 
gest that if such enforcement is limited in 
such manner as shall result in the least 
possible injury to our own peoplo the 
otrect would probably bo entirely inade- 
quate to the accomplishment of the pur- 
pose desired. I doom it my duty, there- 
fore, to call the attention of the congress 
to ceitain particulars iu the action of the 
suthoiities of the Dominion of Canada, iu 
addition to the genoral allegations already 
uiudo, which appear to be in such marked 
contrast to tho liberal and friendly dis- 
position of our country, as iu my opinion 
to call or such legislation as will, upon 
the principles already stated, proporly 
supi'hiuiuut the power to inaugurate the 
retaliation already vested in the executive. 
Actuated by the generous and neighborly 
spirit which has characterized our legisla- 
tion, our tariff laws have ainco 18(10 been 
so far waived in favor of Canada ns to 
allow free of duty the transit across the 
territory of the United States the pro- 
perty ai riving at our ports and destined 
to Canada, or exported from Canada to 
other foreign countries. 

WIIKN TUB TKKATV OF WASHINGTON 
was negotiated in 1871 botweon the United 
States and Great Britain, and having for 
its object, very largely, the modification 
of the treaty of 1818, tho privileges above 
referred to wore made reciprocal ami 
given iu roturn by Canada to the United 
States in the following language, contain- 
ed in the 2ilth article of the said treaty : 
" It is agreed that for the term of years 
mentioned in article lili of this treaty the 
goods, wares, or merchandise arriving at 
the ports of New York, Boston and Port- 
land, and any other ports in the United 
States which have been, or may from 
time to time bo specially designated for 
Her Brittanie Majesty's possessions in 
North America, may be entered at the 
proper custom house and convoyed in tran- 
sit without payment of duties, through the 
territory of the United States, under such 
rules, regulations and conditions for the 
protection of tho revenue as tho govern- 
ment of the United Status may from time 
to time prescribe; and under like rules, 
regulations, and conditions goods, wares 
or merchandise may bo conveyed in tran- 
sit without payment of duties from such 
possessions through the territory of the 
United States for export from the said 
ports of the United States. It is further 
agreed that for tho like person, goods, 
wares, or merchandise arriving at any of 
the ports of Her Brittanie Majesty's pos- 
sessions iu North America, and destined 
for the United States may be entered at 
tho proper customs house and conveyed 
in transit without payment of duties 
through said possessions under such rules, 
regulations, and conditions for the 
PROTECTION OF THE REVENUE, 

as tho government of said possessions may 
from time to time prescribe and under 
these rules, regulations and conditions 
goods, wares or merchandise may be con- 
veyed in transit without puyment of du- 
ties from the United States through tho 
said possessions to other places in the 
United States or for export from ports in 
said .possessions." In the year 1880 no- 
tice was received by the representatives of 
our government that our fishermen would 
no lunger be allowed to ship their tish in 
bond and free of duty through Canadian 
territory to this country, and ever since 
that time BUoh shipment hau been 
denied. The privilege of such shipment' 
which had been extended to our tishor- 
iiion was a most important one, allowing 
them to spend time upon the fishing 
ground which would otherwise be devoted 
to a voyage home with their catches and 
doubling their opportunities for profitably 
prosecuting their vocation. In forbidding 
the transit of the catch of our fishermen 
over their territory in bond and free of 
duty the Canadian authorities deprived us 
of the only facility dependent upon their 
concession, and for which wo could supply 
no substitute, The value to tho Domin- 
ion of Canada of the privilege of transit 
for their exports and imports across our 
territory and to and from oUr ports 
though great in every aspect will be bet- 
ter appreciated when it is remembered 
that for a considerable portion of each year 
thoSt. Lawrence river whichconstitutestho 
direct avenue or foreign commerce leading 
to Canada is closed by ice. During the 
last six years tho imports and exports 
of the British Canadian provinces 
carried across our territory under tho 
privileges grantod by our laws, amounted 
H value to about §270,000,000, nearly all 
>f which were goods dutiable under our 
tariff laws, by far tho larger part of this 
traffic consisting of exchange of goods 
between Great Britain and her American 
provinces brought to and carried from our 
ports iu their own vessels. The treaty 
stipulation entered into by our govern- 
ment was in harmony with laws which 
wore then on our statute books and are 
still in force. 1 recommend immediate 
legislative action conferring upon the ex- 
ecutive tho power to suspend by proclaui- 
tion the operations of all laws and regu- 
lations permitting tho transit of goods, 
wares and merchandise in bond across or 
over tho territory of the United States or 
from Canada. There need bo no hesita- 
tion iu 

SUSPENDING THESE LAWS 

Arising from the supposition that their 
continuation is secured by treaty obliga- 
tions for it seems quite plain that article 
2'.) of the treaty of 1871, which was the 
only article incorporating such laws, tor 
minuted the tirst day of duly of 1885 
The article itself declares that its provii 
ions shall be enforced for the term of 
years mentioned iu article 33 of this 
treaty." Turning to article 33 we lind no 
mention of the 2'Jth article, but only a 
provision that articles 18 to 25 inclusive, 
and article 30 shall take effect as soon as 
the laws required to carry them into oper- 
ation shall be passed by the legislative 
bodies of the different countries concerned, 
and that they shall remain in 
force for the period of ton years 
from the data at which they may come 
Into operation, and further until the ex- 
piration of two years after either tho high 
contracting parties shall have given notice 
to the other of its wish to terminate the 
same. 1 am of opinion that the "term of 
years mentioned in article 33," referred 
to in article 29 as tho limit of its duration, 
moans the period during which articles 18 
to 25 inclusive, and article 30, commonly 
called the "fishory articles," should con- 
tinue in force under tho language of said 
article 33. That tho joint high commis- 
sioners who negotiated the treaty so 
understood and intended the phrase iB 
certain, for in a statement containing an 
account of their negotiations prepared 
undor their supervision, and approved hy 
them, we find tho following entry on the 
subject; "Tho transit question was discuss- 
ed and it was agreed that any settlement 
that might be made should include a re- 
ciprocal arrangement in that rospeet for 
tho period fur which the fishery articles 
should bo in force." In addition to this 
vory satisfactory evidence supporting the 
construction of tho language of article 211, 
it will be found that tho law passed hy 
Congress to carry the treaty into efloct 
furnished conclusive proof of tho correct- 



ness of such construction. This law was 
passed March 1st, 1873, and is entered 
"An Act to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of tho treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, sighed in the 
city of Washington, 8th May, 1871, re- 
lating t^ the fisheries." After providing 
its first and second sections for putt ing iu 
operation articles 18 to 25, inclus- 
ive, and article 30 of tho treaty, the 
thud section is devoted to article 
29 as follows: " Section 3 — That 
from the date of the President's procla- 
mation authorizing the first section of 
this act, and so long as articles 18th to 
25th, inclusive, and article 30th of said 
treaty shall remain in force. According to 
the terms and conditions of article 33rd 
of said treaty, goods, wares and mer- 
chandize arriving," etc., etc. Following 
iu the remainder of the section are the 
precise words of the stipulation, on the 
part of the United Slates as contained in 
article 29, which 1 have already fully 
quoted. Hero, then, is a distinct enact- 
ment of the Congress limiting duration 
of this article of the treaty to time. 
Articles 18 to 25, inclusive, and article 30 
should continue iu force ; that in fixipg 
such limitation it but leaves the moaning 
of the treaty itself, ns indicated by tho 
fact that its purpose is declared to cany 
into effect the provisions of the treaty, 
and by the further fact that this appears 
to have been submitted before the promul- 
gation of the treaty to certain members of 

THK JOINT lllllli COMMISSION 

representing both countries and met with 
no objection or dissent. There appearing 
to bo no conflict or inconsistency between 
the treaty and the act i if congress I last 
cited, it is not necessary to invoke the 
well settled principle that in such conflict 
tlto statute governs the question. In any 
event, and after the law of 1883 construes 
the treaty or governs it, section 29 of such 
treaty, 1 have no doubt, terminated with 
t'.to proceedings taken hy our government 
to terminate articles 18 to 25, inclusive, 
and article 30 of the treaty. These pro- 
ceedings had their inception in 
a joint resolution of congress 
passed May 3rd, 1883, declaring 
that in the judgment of congress these 
articles ought to be terminated, and di- 
recting the President to give notice to the 
government of Groat Britain, as provided 
for in article 33 of tho treaty. Such no- 
tice having been given two yours prior to 
the first day of duly, 1885, the articles 
mentioned were absolutely terminated on 
the last named day, and with them article 
21) was also terminated. If, by any lan- 
guage used iu the joint resolution, it was 
intended to relieve section 33 of the Act 
of 1883 embodying article 29 of the treaty 
from its own limitations or to save the 
article itself, 1 am entirely satislied that 
the intention miscarried. But the statute 
granting to the people of Canada the valu- 
able privileges of transit for their goods 
from our ports and over our soil, 
which had been passed prior to the mak- 
ing of the treaty of 1871, and 
independently of it remained in force ever 
since tho abrogation of the treaty, and 
notwithstanding the refusal of Canada to 
permit our fishermen to send their fish to 
the home market through her teiritory in 
bond, the people of that dominion have 
enjoyed without diminution the advan- 
tages of our liberal and generous law. 
Without basing our complaint upon a vio- 
lation of the treaty obligations it is never- 
theless true that such refusal of transit 
and the other injurious acts which have 
been recited constitute a provoking insist- 
ence upon rights neither mitigated by the 
amenities of national intercourse nor 
modified by the recognition of our liberal- 
ity and generous considerations. The 
history of events connected with this 
Bubject makes it manifest that Canadian 
government can if so disposed, administer 
its laws and protect the interests of its 
people without any manifestation of un- 
friendliness, and without unneighborly 
treatment of our fishing vessels, of which 
we have justly complained, and whatever 
is done on our part should be done in the 
hope that the disposition of the Canadian 
government may remove the occasion of 
a resort to the additional executive power 
now sought through legislative action. 1 
am satisfied that upon the principles 
which should govern retaliation, our 
intercourse and relations with tho Domin- 
ion of Canada furnish us a bettor oppor- 
tunity for its application than is suggested 
by the conditions herein presented, and it 
should not be more effectively inaugurated 
than under the power of suspension re- 
commended. While I have expressed my 
clear conviction upon tho question of 
the continuance of section 2!) in the treaty 
1871, I, of course., fully concede tho power 
and tho duty of Congress in contemplat- 
ing legislative action to construe the 
tonus of any treaty stipulated which 
might upon any possible consideration of 
good faith limit such actions, and like- 
wise tho peculiar propriety in tho ease 
here presented of its interpretation of its 
own language contained in tho laws of 
1873, putting in operation said treaty and 
of 1883 directing tho termination thereof, 
and if in the deliberate judgment of Con- 
gross any restraint to the proposed legis- 
lation exists, it is to be hoped the expedi- 
ency of its early removal will be recog- 
nized. 1 desire, also to call the attoution 
of Congress to another subject involving 
such wrong and unfair treatment to 
our citizens as iu my opinion requires 
prompt action. Tho navigation of the 
great lakes and the immense business and 
carrying trade growing out of the same 
have beeti treated broadly and liberally 
by the U. S. government and made free 
to all mankind, while Canadian railway 
and navigation companies share in our 
country's transportation upon terms as 
favorable as aro accorded to our own citi 
zens. The canals and other public works 
built along tho line of the lakes are made 
free to all. In contrast to this condition, 
and evincing a narrow and ungenerous 
commercial spirit, every lock and canal 
which is a public work of the dominion 
of Canada is subject to tolls and charges. 
By article 20 of the treaty of 1871, pro- 
vision was made to secure to citizens 
of the United States' use of the Wcllaud, 
St. Lawrence and other canals in tho Do- 
minion of Canada on terms of equality 
with tho inhabitants of the Dominion and 
to also secure to tho subjects of Great 
Britain the use of tho St. Clair Hats canal 
on terms of equality with the inhabitants 
of the United States. The equality with 
the inhabitants of the Dominion which 
wo were promised iu the use of the canals 
uf Canada did not secure us Ireodoin of 
tolls in their navigation, but we had a 
right to expect 

THAT WE, UEINU AMERICANS, 

and interested in Americau commerce, 
would be no more burdened in regard to 
the same than Canadians engaged in their 
own trade, and tho whole spirit of the 
concession made was, or should havo 
been, that merchandise and property trail 
sported to an American market through 
these canals should not bo enhanced in its 
cost by tolls many times higher than such 
as were carried to an adjoining Canadian 
market. All our citizens, producers and 
consumers as well as vessel owners were 
to enjoy tho equality promised, and yet 
uyiduuee has fur some time been before 
congress, furnished by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, showing that while the tolls. 



charged iu the first instance are the same 
to all Buoh vessels and cargoes as aro 
destined to certain Canadian ports, and 
are allowed a refund of nearly the entire 
tolla, those bound for American ports are 
not allowed any such advantage. To 
promise equality and then m practice 
make it conditional upon our vessels do- 
ing Canadian business instead of t heir own 
is to fulfil a promise with the 
shadow of performance. I would 
recommend that such legislative 
action be taken as will give Canadian vos 
sels navigating our canals, and their car- 
goes, precisely the advantage gi anted to 
our vessels and c-irgoea upon Canadian 
canals, and that tho same be measured In- 
exactly tho same rule of discrimination. 
The course which 1 havo outlined and the 
recommendation made relate to the honor 
and dignity of our country and the pro- 
tection and preservation of the rights and 
interests of all of our people. A govern- 
ment does but half its duty when it pro- 
tects its citizens at homo and permits them 
to be imposed upon and humiliated by the 
unfair and overreaching disposition of 
other nations. If we invite those people 
to rely on the arrangouieuls made for 
their benefit abroad we should see to it 
that they aro not deceived, and if 
we aro generous to a neighboring country 
our people should reap lho advantage of 
it by a return of that liberality. These 
are subjects which partiztuiship should 
not disturb. Let us survey the ground 
calmly, and having put aside other means 
of settlement, if we enter upon the policy 
of retaliation, let us pursue it firmly, with 
a determination only to subserve the int- 
erests of our people and maintain the 
high standard and the becoming pride of 
American citizens.

Hon. John Ferguson was descended from 
tho family of Ferguson, of Auchontibor, 
Ayrshire, Scotland, where the lato Sen- 
ator was born in 1813. He settled at 
Bathurst in 1836, where he married. For 
many years lie was a partner of the firm 
of Ferguson, Rankin & Co., a branch of 
the extensive linn of Pollock, Gilmour & 
Co., Glasgow. Ho was Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel of the 1st Battalion of the Gloucester 
County Militia, and a member of the 
Council of the Doiuinion Rilio Association. 
He sat in the Legislative Council of New 
Brunswick from September, 1804, until 
the Union, being called to the Senate by 
Royal Proclamation in May, 18ii7. A 
strong Liberal-Conservative, Mr. Fergu- 
son was always ready to spend his money 
and time in advancing that cause, and his 
influence will be much missed, more espec- 
ially in the vicinity of the capital of the 
county.

will have to pay. It is the country as a 
whole, not the municipalities, which do- 
inantls free school*. The government has 
just as muc'i right to place a part, or the 
whole, of tho burden of the primary and 
high schools on tho municipalities as a 
portion of tho burden of the high schools, 
but it has not tho power to do either. 
Tho molt that tho legislature can do is to 
give a permissive power to the school 
trustees to charge high school 
fees, which would form a part 
of the general provincial revenue. 
Tho government will think twice before 
hriuging the mayor and council into court 
to euforce this special tax portion of tho 
School Act — although that may be the 
best way of finding out who is right and 
who is wrong. From an economical 
standpoint, I would suggest, that instead 
of a district with twenty children, having 
the power to demand a school, to limit 
that power to districts with fifty children. 
1 would establish a High School fee of 
$25 or $30 per annum, and as a last re- 
sort reduce salaries ten per cent, all round. 
This last suggoation would not bo popular, 
but better that than close the schools.

It is located in Victoria as tho largest 
and moat convenient centre of population, 
yet. open to children from all parts of the 
Province. 

The municipalities contribute Ibeir 
share to the Provincial rovenueas niuchas 
the country does -why then a differential 
tax upon them / Municipalities are simp 
ly portions of the community but with 
powers of self-government and sclf-ta'xa 
tion. Therefore any special provincial 
act for revenue purposes referring to mun- 
icipalities only is a deferential lax, and is 
consequently Ultra rirex. 

If ex poilrfaCto, and deferential legisla- 
tion cannot be applied to an individual', 
it cannot be applied to a number of in- 
dividuals residing within certain limits, 
singled out from the whole body politic-- 
tho act taxipg Chinamen being deferential 
was ultra tires.

Now the 
government, finding that it has been 
going too fast, turns round and says: Wo 
cannot mipport the high schools, uud wo 
will throw a sharu of the burden on the 
municipalities, without asking their con- 
sent, and whulliur they like it or nt,,t they

HOSPITAL PANIC. 



To thk Editor: — Tho vivid manner in 
which a correspondent in your yesterday's 
issue portrays the terrors of hospital 
vicinity would lead one to suppose that 
there was a great agitation going on in 
our midst, the citizens everywhere pro- 
testing that tho hospital shall not be built 
near them. 1, for one, have neither seen 
nor heard signs of such a panic. JS'o 
demonstration of the kind, 1 think, was 
made at tho public meeting. No such 
idea, except in a cursory fashion, has ap- 
parently been in the minds of the doctors 
who have spoken. On the contrary, I 
heard one of our leading physicians re- 
mark in a party where the subject was 
under discussion that a properly conducted 
hospital ought to bo the healthiest build- 
ing in the city. A largo wing has just 
been added to the R. 0. Hospital. 
I have heard of no remonstrance 
or panic in consequence. The worthy 
secretary of the Jubilee Hospital commit- 
tee recently wrote a long letter on thia 
subject. In tho only points in which he 
appeared to touch the ineiits of the site 
ho conceded to Mr. Maoleod the argu- 
ment from preceded, viz., the practice in 
other cities. Hospital panic, is 1 think, 
very little felt anywhere. Few think 
of an hospital as a pesthouse. Tho al- 
leged unsanitary condition of the present 
hospital arises from no other cause, 1 ap- 
prehend, than that — whether from con- 
struction or subsequent oversight — sani- 
tary principles have not been sulliciently 
attended to. No one surely can imagine 
that— should the authorities, as many 
hope, decide to move or remove the pres- 
ent building and erect the Jubilee Hos- 
pital on or near its site - the ground is in- 
capable of being purified and secured in 
the future /torn such contamination.

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

To the Editor:— 1 have read with some 
care the correspondence published by you 
on the subject of the site for the Jubilee 
Hospital, and in my judgment tho op- 
ponents of the Richmond road site have 
it all their own way. The argument for 
that site rests on: — 

1. Tho fact that it has been purchased 
by the general committee and vested in 
trustees, and must therefore of necessity 
be the one to be used. 

2. That tho government has seen no 
objection to it. 

Tho opponents rest their case on, inter 
uiia, these points: — 

1. The great distance from the city ('2i 
miles from " Brown Jug "). 

2. The difficulty of obtaining a suffi- 
cient supply of good water, 

3. The expense of a proper system of 
drainage. 

The medical men appear to be a unit in 
condemning the proposed site, the major- 
ity of the clergy, and a very large num- 
ber of the subscribers and taxpayers are 
with them. 

Now I take it that we all want to do 
two things. 

1. To erect a hospital as tho most suit- 
able expression of our gratitude for the 
blessings we have enjoyed for lifly years 
under the constitutional reign of our be- 
loved Sovereign. 

2. To erect a hospital perfect in its ar- 
rangements and working for the benefit 
of the sick. The arguments adduced by 
Dr. Davie and others need not be re- 
peated. The real point is: Will the hos- 
pital, if erected where it is proposed, ful- 
fill all the requisite conditions ! Distance, 
water, drainage, and sympathy of the 
community— lacking Ibis, how are the 
great current expenses to be met f 

It is said the opponents of the site have 
not suggested any alternative site, though 
it is well-known that the medical commit- 
tee have three or four in view. May I 
venture to suggest that this committee 
report at once to the general committee 
the result of their investigations on this 
subject 'I 

With this information in hand, let the 
general committee meet and discuss the 
question, as it should from its nature be 
discussed, without personal feeling or 
bias of any kind, and if necessary submit 
the matter to the subscribers and the 
members representing the government 
for t i t in I solution; It may be wiser to 
lose a portion of the purchase money of 
tho proposed site rather than lose the 
whole thirty or thirty-live thousand dol- 
lars which the building will cost il erected 
where proposed, for I honestly believe it 
will he a Jubilee Monument but not a 
Jubilee Hospital, in the sense we all menu 
if should be.

j OK THE PLAKET MARS. 

,TME CANALS A LONG KNOWN MY8- 
; TERY OF THE HEAVENS. 



Favorably Situated tor Amtroriotul- 
•sl ObMrratlon — Some Rather Curlotu 
! Vaeta — What Life on Our Neighbor 
Planet Is Snppoiieil To no Like. 

M. Bortholot, one of tbo academicians, 
la evidently a light hearted euvant, for be 
at once asked M do Lesseps, who was 
present at the meeting, "if he had by 
chance a brother projector In Mars, 
whereat all the learned astronomers 
■mlled solemnly This Is. surely, tho 
first time that a joke has been Imported 
from a spot 85.000.000 miles oil. which Is 
about the distance of the planet Mars 
from our earth The canals perceived bj 
M. Perrotln upon the surface of our next 
outside neighbor In the solar system, 
however, are' • long] known mystery of the 
heavens, and One that is probably as far 
aa ever from being solved by the face- 
tious wizard. 

Mara happens to be better situated for 
observation by astronomers than any 
other body in the sky except the moon 
He la more than a hundred times farther 
off than the moon at his very closest ap- 
proach, and measures only 4,200 miles 
through at his equator, but, unlike the 
moon, he exhibits In turn every portion 
of his surface, rotating in a day which is 
about half an hour longer than our own 
Thus the entire face of the planet Mars 
has been pretty accurately mapped, and 
presents a diversified aspect of large 
"patches of alternating lighter and darker 
markings which may naturally suggest 
the divisions of land and water At the 
pcJ.es of Mars are extensive white regions, 
which sometimes ahow up in the field of 
the telescope with striking brilliancy and 
clearness of definition; and since these 
undergo periodic changes, occasionally 
almost vanishing and then shining forth 
again at just the seasons when it would 
_be winter with tho Martians, astronomors 
had been led to call them "ice caps," and 
to believe that we actually behold the 
Arctic and Antarctic polar seas of tho 
planet In the form of these little white 
sauoera stuck on each end of tho "star of 
war." \i ! , 

As for tho canals with which M. Por 
rotln poked scientific fun at M. de Lesseps 
they are oertalnly very curious objects 
From sea tc sea, or what looks like It. 
run these straight passages, wearing an 
appearance, no doubt, of Borne immense 
artificial work — some Panama or Suo2 
canal on a colossal Bcale They do not 
alter or extend— there they always arel- 
anme of them completed, others appar 
ently Imperfect, as If the Martian cnam 
ber of deputies had refused to sanction u 
lottery loan for the fulfillment of the 
original design But when MM. Perrotln 
and Faye begin to talk of "engineers' 
and "men In Mars" it la necessary to re 
member that to bo seen at all, even as a 
hair line, these canals In Mars would have 
to be at least 500 times as broad as the 
Thames — say thirty or forty miles across 
— and as their length Is to be reckoned hi 
hundreds of miles, the navvies In Mars, II 
they exist, must certainly be wonderful 
beings 1 

Astronomers, admirable on so many 
points, axe nover so stupid and unimagin 
atlve as when meditating on the proba 
billtles of 11 fo beyond this earth, that old 
and fascinating topic of "more worlds 
than one. " They take their terrestrial 
notions and experiences much too blindly 
Into apace, they ask If there be an atmos 

rihere In the moon, or water In Mars; anil 
t any doubts exist about these elements 
they solemnly conclude that these and 
other lovely and eligible celestial abodes 
are tenant less. As If life were not con 
oelvabie without lungs and a liverl As If 
we must always carry about with us Into 
the glorious promotions of inter-stellai 
space the dentist, the anti-bilious pill and 
bronchitis. 

It is true that for beings constructed 
as we are at present Mars would be a 
novel and rather a surprising kind of 
abode. Supposing we found dense all 
enough to breathe there, and water buDI 
clent for tea and washing — which are 
both dubious polnrf— the diminished 
gravitation of the little planet Is so great 
that It would induce a physical and 
mental levity fatal to dullness and for 
bidding sense of fatigue. What Is a 
hundred weight hero would there weigh 
only fifty -six pounds, and we could all go 
up stairs fivo steps at a time, or jump 
twice our own height with ease and grace 
Then It would assuredly be very nice, if 
we were living In tho right latitude on 
Mars, to have a quick moon and a slow 
moon, always careering round like splen 
did Chinese lanterns. Baving gas bills and 
encouraging long walks of lovers and 
Martial poetry A fall from a borso 
would seldom or never prove at all Beri 
ous In the Martial hunting Gelds; tho 
rider would rebound from tho soft soil 
like an India rubber cushion. Aerial 
navigation has quite possibly been solved 
tnnt f a~c b™ the fortunate iconic cf the 
red planet, the conditions being so ex 
tremely favorable, and who knows, In 
deed, whether tho so called "canals" are 
not vast tobogganing slides, where the 
entire population enjoys the unwonted 
sense of swift descent, and some little 
spice of peril? But wo may be sure of 
this, that If there bo sentient croatures 
on the silver and pearl surfaces of Mors, 
they are of s very different type from our 
terrestrial frames, for life Is alwayB the 
equation of Its surrounding conditions, 
and we denizens of tho earth have lungs 
and a larynx simply because wo live at 
the bottom of an aerial sea, lust as fish 
possess gills because they breathe the 
water. — London Telegraph. 

j A Point Against Cremation. 

If cremation becomes popular it will bo a 
great boon for poisoners and other mur 
aerers who dispose of tholr victims In 
such a manner as to leavo no outward In 
dlcatlon of a crime baving been committed 
It frequently happens that several weeks 
and perhaps months, elapse before suspl 
cton Is fastened upon the murderer, and 
then it Is necessary to exhume the re 
mains and hold a post mortem and Inquest 
In order to prove the catiso of death. In 
case of cremation this would bo impos 
aible. In tho Maxwell case, for Instance 
the little chloroformcr would In all proba 
blllty have escaped had It not been possl 
ble to disprove uls testimony, that ho was 
treating Prellor for a disease which rou 
dered an oporatlon necessary, by exhuming 
the remains and making an examination 
The theory was a plausible one and would 
have had great weight with tho Jury.-

OIL ON TROUBLED WATERS. 

Reports of Helens Kcprrimcnrs of Sea 
Cuptaiun lu Heavy Storms'. 

Tha Lydrographic office of tho Navv 
Dcpr.rtrnnnt, in view of the evidence 0*1 
tho value of oil to lessen tho dangerous 
effect of heavy seas, and desirous of dis- 
seminating facts as widely ns possible, 
recently prepared aeirciilnr to be issued 
to command era of dfiBp-Bea yesaeuveajl- 
ing from this and other ports, icmiest- 
ing experiments with oil when tho 
opportunity occurs, and ropoits of the 
result to one of tho branch offices of the 
Hydrographio Ollico. 

Tho use of mineral oil is not recom- 
mended, whilo tho importance of outly- 
ing a Bupply of nninial or vegetable oil 
for uso in emergencies, the chief of the 
bureau nays; cannot bo overestimated. 

Among tho reports filed is one from 
Captain Avery of the schooner Jennie 
A. Chenoy, in connection with n, severe 
hurricane oil' tho Florida const'. He 
says ho used oil with very satisfactory 
results, and adds: 

fj After tho sails were blown amy, 
finding it necessary to do something to 
savo tho ship and the crew, I took u 
small canvas bag and turned about live 
gallons of linseed oil into it, and bung 
it over the starboard quarter. Tho wash 
of tho sea caused a little of tho oil to 
leak out and 6mootli tho surface, so that 
for two hours no water broke aboard. I 
oonsider that tho oil used during tho 
last and heaviest part of the hurricane 
saved the vessel and tho crew." 

Captain Frost, of the ship St. David, 
speaking of his experience m a tempest 
on September 2Hd, say a: 

"I got up three canvas bags, oahum 
and sorno okl fish oil that had been in 
tho ship for a long time; oakum balls 
were placed in tho bags after being sat- 
urated with oil till eaeli bag was Lab 
full; then ono and a half gallons of oil 
were poured into tho bag on top of the 
oakum, and tho bags sewed tip, pricked 
and lashed ono in ouch weather chan- 
nel, so that when the ship rolled to the 
windward thoy would go wider water. 
In this way tho oil dripped out gradu- 
ally and spread over to windward as the 
ship drifted to leeward. Alter this no 
wave broke over." 

Captain Dawson, of the ship Hallow- 
een, used paraffine and colza to smooth 
the sea down, and asserts that, lie thus 
saved his vessel.— [N. Y. Commercial 
Advertiser.

Port Street Miller Pipes. 

The workmen employed in laying the 
pipes on Fort street, have struck a belt of 
rock directly in front of Hon. Mr. Duns- 
niuir's property, but it is not thought that 
much delay will be occasioned, as the work 
of blasting is being done very (|tiickly. 
A reporter asked Mr. Sinnmetiield why 
he did not keep on the left side of tho 
street instead of crossing it diagonally, 
and thus avoid the rocks and consequent 
delay. Ho replied, that ho wished to 
have the pipes laid in a straight line in 
order to avoid as milch as possible tho use 
nf curved pipes which would stop the 
force of water, most llecessary on the high 
lovels. The whole course has been sur- 
veyed, and as soon as everything is 
ready, an ample supply will be afforded 
all. Another thing the commissioner is 
doing is, that for every iron pipe laid a 
wooden one is removed, thus giving a 
constant supply to consumers. Those 
residents living below Moss street say 
since the now pipes wore laid they are 
able to obtain a better force. This is due 
to the fact that more pressure is put on 
tho pumps and this will be increased still 
more when the work is completed. Mr. 
SinnmerCold is confident that the now Ill- 
inch main will be laid and water running 
through it by tho end of the yjiar. 



The Wrecked Caisani'lra Adams. 

Capt. F. Frank Knacke, mastor of the 
wrecked bark Cassandra Adams, has ar- 
rived at Seattle, and gives the following 
account of tho loss of his vessel: I had 
very thick weather all the way up the 
coast, and many ftimea it was so bad that 
I could not see the men on deck. I kept 
my dead reckonum, and supposed I was 
to tho windward of the capo, and had 
headed her south so as to sail into the 
straits. We were going along at good 
speed Wednesday evening when all at 
once I saw the tops of trees on shore. 1 
supposed it was the coast of Vancouver 
Island at first. There must bo a fearful 
current on that shore or 1 never could 
have got to whoro 1 found myself. As 
soon as I saw the trees 1 wore ship, but 
before tho vossel rounded sho struck on 
the reef. When I found she was on thero 
hard and fast, I gave orders to clew up 
tho small Bails and lower the boats. By 
that time it had cleared up so 1 could see 
we were on a reef near Destruction Is- 
land. Within throe hours we had all left 
in small boats and landed under tho loe of 
the island. 

A Plana iu the Pan. 

A fostivo lawyer's clerk of Langloy 
street who has successfully studied the 
operations of "Peck's Bad Boy" yesterday 
put tip a job to surprise innocent passen- 
gers through that thoroughfare. With 
his spare two-bit piece ho purchased a 
few grains of gun powder, and during the 
chronic lull in business that provados tho 
neighborhood placed the explosive in a 
little heap on tho roadside and out of 
harm's way. Taking advantage of the 
temporary absence of his principal, who 
had stepped out to discuss the merits of a 
cocktail with a client, tho youthful Bluck- 
stoniau put a light to tho end of a slow 
match which communicated with the 
powder, and sat down to await develop- 
ments.

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THE TRADE OF THE YEAR. 

Valuable Statistical And Other Information 
Complied In the Hoard of 
Trade Report. 

The annual report of tho Board of 
Trade of this city has already appeared in 
a condensed form in these columns. Tho 
report with its appendices has been print- 
ed in book form, and they furniah the 
most valuable information regarding tho 
commerce of this port procurable. The 
correspondence between tho board and 
Dominion and provincial governments, 
etc., is reproduced in full, and altogether 
tho work provides a most comprehen- 
sive digest of the business for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th; The 
numerous questions dealt with during 
the year have no doubt been produc- 
tive of great good, and the president, 
secretary and council deserve commenda- 
tion for the energy displayed in all mat- 
ters concerning the welfare of the city 
and province. 

The withdrawal of the San Francisco 
mail subsidy is ably protested against. 
Tho correspondence regarding the non- 
calling of the China steamships proves 
that everything possiblo was done to 
securu their touching at Victoria. The 
telegraph cable question correspondence 
shows tho inexcusable position taken by 
tho federal government for refusing its 
sanction of the project. A connection 
with a competitive lino would prove of 
great benefit to our business. The Indian 
smuggling question was well presented, 
The seal and salmon fisheries aro also 
dealt with, and some practical suggestions 
made concerning the preservation of the 
latter. A number of these were adopted 
by the fisheries department. The report 
on the Yukon country was published in 
Tut: Colonist at the time it was submitted 
to'tho Council. Undoubtedly this region 
in the future will form an important 
source of trade to this city. Other mat 
ters of moment have been looked after, 
and there is every evidence to show that 
the board of trade is a very valuable or- 
ganization and one of increasing osoful- 
ness. 



Under the head of "shipping" the num- 
bers of arrivals and depart utes and ton- 
nage of sail and steam vessels are given. 
Thero arrived from sea, not including 
vessels trading within the Dominion, 507 
vessels with a total tonnage of 512,803. 
There departed seaward 55o vessels, ton- 
nage 498,180, Five screw steamers and 
one sailing vessel were built during the 
year, a total tonnage of 133.4C. Three 
steamers and five sailing vessels registered, 
having a total tonnage of 796.38. The 
various foreign ports from which vessels 
entered from seaward are given, with car- 
go or ballast. There were 427 vessels with 
a total freight of 33,508 tons. One hund- 
red and forty vessels arrived in ballast. 
Vessels departing to sea with cargo num- 
bered 21<S, with ( J,!)2(i tons freight; ves- 
sels departing iu ballast were 335 in num- 
ber. There were (158 .arrivals and 058 de- 
partures of screw, paddle and stern -wheel 
steamers engaged iu the coasting trade of 
the province; of sailing vessels iu the 
coasting trade, 102 arrived and til) de- 
parted.

THE CHESTER DISASTER. 

No More Passengers Missing— Wreckers at 
Work -Conflict Between United States 
Inspector of Hulls and Boilers and 
local Inspectors. 

San Feancisco, Aug. 23.— The list of 
those lost in yesterday's collision between 
the steamers Oceanic and City of Chester 
still numbers thirteen, and from all indi- 
cations it is not likely that it will be 
increased. Whitelaw, the wrecker is at 
work to»day endeavoring to bring to the 
surface if possible whatever remains of 
the Chester, but as the steamer is sub- 
morged at such a great depth of water, 
and she was badly shattered by the ex- 
plosion of her boilers as she went down, 
it is not believed that much will be saved. 
There is some conflict between the U. S, 
Inspector of hulls and boilers and tho 
local inspectors as to who has authority 
to conduct the examination into the dis- 
aster, us the Oceanic is a British vessel 
and the Chester was an American boat. 
The local inspector, however, will imme- 
diately examine the Ooeanic's officers, so 
as to allow her to get away again, after 
which the Chester's officers will bo exam- 
ined. In the meantime communication 
will bo had with Washington as to what 
shall be done in the matter.

The International Tournament— The Reining- 
iu^toii Jliicliine Ahead— A New York 
Lady the Champion Operator. 

Toronto, Out. , Aug. l.'i. A speed con- 
test in typewriting was held here to-day 
under the nuspicuB of the Canadian Short- 
hand Society, lt was open to the oper- 
ators of any machine in the world. There 
wore two prizes, tho first a gold medal, 
the second a silvur medal The test was 
five minutes' writing in legal testimony 
and live minutes on ordinary correspond- 
ence. The result was as follows: First 
prize, gold medal, awarded to Miss M.
